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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 7-10 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend on another multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated 
on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Zamierowski '6,071,267. 

For claim 1 , Zamierowski teaches a wound healing combination comprising : a 
porous pad (12 or 14) that is permeable to fluids and is injected with a plurality of wound 
healing factors and a suction tube (28) in fluid communication with the porous pad (12) 
and a vacuum source (26) (figure 4a). 

For claims 2-6, Zamierowski teaches a wound healing combination with a porous 
pad (12 or 14) injected with a plurality of wound healing factors such as growth factors, 
antibiotics, and analgesics (column 4, lines 42-46). It is inherent in medical care that 
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the growth factors in wound healing comprise of a basic fibroblast growth factor and an 
anti-microbial agent comprise an antibiotic.
